AGAINST 


THE COUNTESS OF STRATHMORE, 
Given in to the Court of Arches, in Doctors Commons, 


By ANDREW ROBINSON BOWES, Eso. 


N the ſixth article of a Libel, given in 
| on the part and behalf of the Counteſs 
of Strathmore, it is alledged and pleaded, in 
the words or to the effect following, viz. 
«© That the Counteſs of Strathmore is the 
daughter of George Bowes, late of Gibſide, 
Eigq; deceaſed; and was piouſly, ſoberly, 
virtuouſly, and religiouſly educated and 
brought up ; that ſhe was formerly the wife, 
and afterwards the widow of the Right 
Hon. Tohn Bowes, late Earl of Stathmore, 
deceaſed, and at the time ſhe intermarried 
with Andrew Robinſon Bowes, ſhe was in 
her own right poſſeſſed of, and actually en- 
joyed an eſtate, which yielded the clear an- 
nual ſum of twenty thouſand pounds, cr 
thereabouts, which Mr. Robinſon Bowes 
hath, by his extravagant, vicious courſe of 
life, and evil practices, very much diminiſh 
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ed; and Lady Strathmore was and is a lad 
of a moſt meek, mild, obliging, tractable, 
humane, and obedient temper and diſpoſiti- 
on; and, during the time Mr. Robinſon 
Bowes and Lady Strathmore lived and coha- 
bited together, ſhe conſtantly behaved to 
him with the greateſt tenderneſs, affection, 
and duty, and in the moſt kind and indul- 
gent manner.“ 

Now Mr. Bowes ſays it is therein untru- 
ly alledged and pleaded, for the truth was 
and is, That the Counteſs of Strathmore was, 
at the timeof the death of the Earl of Strath- 
more, her firſt huſband, (which happened 
in 1776) in the enjoyment of an eſtate, yiel- 
ding, upon an average, the clear annual in- 
come of nine thouſand pounds; and for the laſt 
two years previous to the exibiting the Li- 
bel (after deducting all expences and out- 
goings) the amount thereof did not exceed 
three thouſand five hundred pounds; but that 
Lady Strathmore is a woman of the moſt ex- 
travagant luſtful, wicked, and abandoned 
temper and diſpoſition ; and, in the indul- 
gence and gratification of her luſts, and by 
other profligate ways and means, greatly in- 
volved herſelf, and contracted debts to the a- 
mount of thirty-two thouſand pounds and 
upwards, previous to her marriage, and un- 
known to Mr. Bowes, and during the eight

or nine months ſhe was a widow, over and 
above her annual income; and which ſum 
of thirty-two thouſand pounds, and u 
wards, Mr. Bowes became liable to, and 
was actually obliged to pay, and did pay, ex- 
except the ſum of hx thouſand five hun- 
dred pounds, due on mortgage of Streatham 
Caſtle eltate, which Mr. Bowes hath been 
ſued for, in conſequence of his marriage 
with Lady Strathmore, That ſubſequent to 
her marriage with Mr. Bowes, ſhe contin- 
ued in the indulgence of her vicious and 
extravagant practices, and behaved towards 
Mr. Bowes with the moſt inſolent contempt 
and diſobedience, and with the greateſt im- 
propriety and indecency, 

That Lady Strathmore, long previous to 
her marriage with Mr. Bowes, carried on a 
criminal intercourſe and connection with 
George Gray, Eſquire; and entered into a 
contract of marriage with him, unknown to 
Mr. Bowes; who further alledges, That, 
ſhortly after his marriage with Lady Strath- 
more, he and Lady Strathmore were threat- 
ened with an action for recovery of damages, 
by Mr. Gray, in conſequence of ſuch con- 
tract of marriage; by which means Mr. 
Bowes firſt bedame acquainted therewith. 
And he further alledges, That in the inveſ- 
tigation of ſuch contract, and the circum- 
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ſtances attending it, he diſcovered and doth 
alledge, that on the night previous to her 
marriage with Mr. Bowes, (viz. on the 
night of the 16th of January 1777). ſhe ſlept 
in one and the ſame bed, naked and alone with 
Mr. Gray. That in order to prevent a 
public expoſure and diſcovery of tuch pro- 
fligate and abandoned conduct in his wife, 
(which muſt have happened had he ſtood 
trial with Mr. Gray) Mr. Bowes agreed to 
Pay, and did actually pay to Mr. Gray, the 
ſum of twelve thouſand pounds, to ſtop all 
proceedings for the recovery of damages on 
ſuch contract, and took a releaſe from Mr. 
Gray accordingly. 

That, notwithſtanding the circumſtan— 
ces above-mentioned, and the miſery and 
anxiety of mind brought upon Mr. Bowes 
thereby, yet he treated Lady Strathmore 
with every degree of attention and tender- 
neſs, and continued, from the time of his 
marriage, to live and cohabit with her at 
bed and board, as man and wife, until on or 
about the third of February 1785, when 
ſhe was prevailed upon by ſervants, and 
other wicked and deſigning perſons, to 
withdraw berſelf from his houſe and 
tection, and to inſtitute a ſuit. And 3 
further alledges, That, very ſhottly after he 
had paid the ſum of twelve thouſand 
pounds

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pounds to Mr. Gray, Lady Strathmore be- 
ing ſtruck with his genetoſity and forgive- 
nels on that occaſion, and, in order to ſhew 
her intention of amendment of life, and to 
induce Mr. Bowes to aſſiſt her in procurin 

her the fight and care of her children by 
Lord Strathmore, (as ſhe then expreſſed 
herſelf) did, with her own hand, write and 
deliver to Mr. Bowes, a Narrative or Hiſ- 
tory ot her paſt faults: and Mr Bowes ex- 
preſsly alledges, That by ſuch Narrative or 
Hiſtory, he became well acquainted with 
the temper and diſpoſition of Lady Strath- 
more. That, from that time, he was in- 
duced to treat her with the ſtricteſt atten- 
tion, and to lay ſuch reſtraints on her con- 
duct, as ſhe appeared to want ; and which 
were abſolutely neceflary for the preſerva- 
tion of her honour and reputation. But 
Mr. Bowes expreſsly ſays, That he did not, 
at any time whatever, exerciſe any cruelty 
to Lady Strathmore, or ſhew any unneceſ- 


ſary ſeverity towards her; but, on the con- 


trary, endeavoured, by argument and gen- 
tle remonſtrances, to give her a proper ſenſe 
and abhorrence of thoſe vices, wherein ſhe 
had ſo confeſſedly habituated herſelf. 
In order to corroborate the proof of the 
above, Mr. Bowes hath exhibited a certain 
paper writing, and declares the ſame to be 
the 
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the original Narrative witten by Lady 
Strathmore, as before-mentioned; and ex- 
preſsly ſays, That all the contents of ſuch 
Narrative, were the proper hand- writing of 
Lady Strathmore, and is known, and be- 
lieved to be ſo, by many perſons of credit 
and reputation, who have often ſeen her 
write, and are well acquainted with her 
manner of writing. 

That, ſoon after the intermarriage of 
Mr. Bowes with Lady Strathmore, Mr. 
Bowes diſcovered, to his great aſtoniſh- 
ment and grief, that Lady Strathmore was 
then five months gone with child ; and that, 
in order to prevent the great diſgrace that 
muſt have happened to Lady Strathmore, in 
caſe of a public diſcovery of ſuch a fact, 
he hired a houſe in Hammerſmith for Lady 
Strathmore, where ſhe was ſecretly deliver- 
ed of a daughter, by Dr. James Ford, phy- 
bcian and man-midwife, aſſiſted by John 
Hunter, Eſq. and, in order the more com- 
pletely to cover and ſecrete the matter, Mr. 
Bowes managed and contrived to deceive 
two payſicians' at Giblide, at the end of 
nine months after their marriage, and joined 
with Lady Strathmore, for the preſervation 
of her honour, in impoſing upon them and 
the world, that ſhe was then, at that time, 
delivered of a child. 

That 
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That, in the ſeventh article in the above- 
mentioned Libel, given in on the part and 
behalf of Lady Strathmore, it is alledged to 
the effect following, dig. That, from a 
few months after the marriage of Mr. Bowes 
and the Counteſs of Strathmore, until ſhe 
was obliged to leave him on the third of 
February 1785, for the preſervation of her 
lite, he conſtantly treated her with the great- 
eſt indignity and ſavage cruelty, by retuſing 
her the neceſſaries of life, and decent pro- 
per cloathing, and compelling her to wear 
ihabby and ragged apparel ; and, notwith- 
ſtanding her very large fortune, withholding 
money, and obliging her to be without any 
for {ſeveral months together; forbidding her 
tradeſmen to truſt her, and by frequently 
pinching and beating her, and giving her 
many dangerous and violent blows, on her 
face, head, neck, breaſts, ſhoulders, and 
other parts of her body, and thereby greatly 
wounding and bruiſing her, without any 
cauſe or provocation whatever, to the mani- 
teſt danger of her life; inſomuch that ſhe 
was conſtantly in imminent danger ; and, 
by his wanton cruelty, her life was made a 
ſcene of diſtreſs and miſery.” 

But Mr. Bowes fays the fame 1s moit 
falſely and untruly alledged ; for the truth 
is, and fo he alledges, That, from the time 

of 
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of his marriage with the Counteſs of Strath- 
more, he conſtantly and regularly kept a ve- 
ry plentiful table, at Which Lady Strath- 
more attended or preſided, as ſhe thought 
proper; and, ſo far from refuſing her the 
neceſſaries of life, or proper cloathing, he 
was frequently renfiernd uneaſy and unhap- 
PY, and was obſerved ſo to be, when Lady 
Strathmore's appetite hath failed her ; and 
when, from {ſullennets or obſtinacy of tem- 
per, the would not teat at dinner, which fre- 
quently happened; and that Lady Strath- 
more always had an handſome and proper 
wardrobe, aiter her marriage with Mr, 
Bowes, to the time ſhe quitted his houſe and 
protection. He allo ſays, and alledges, that 
the greateſt part of the fortune which he 
held and enjoyed, and which he now holds 
and enjoys, in conſequence of his marriage, 
is an eſtate pending the life of the Countels 
of Strathmore on, and that therefore, as 
well from intereſt as inclination, Mr. Bowes, 
ſo far from endangering Lady Strathmore's 
life, always was, and expreſſed himſelf to 
be, particularly anxious for the preſervation 
of her life and health; and uſed every 
means in his power to induce her to take 
proper care of herſelf, and to endeavour to 
repair her conſtitution, which by her for- 
mer irregularities and vices, ſhe had much 
impaired. 

In 
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In the thirty-eighth article of the Libel, 
given in on the part and behalf of Lady 
Strathmore, it is alledged in the words or to 
the effect following, vi. That by the 
blows, bruiſes, wounds, kicks, and other ill 
treatment of Mr. Bowes, towards Lady 
Strathmore, his wife, as before-mentioned, 
and the great pain, anguiſh, and torment oc- 
:210ned thereby, ſhe was reduced to a very 
ill ſtate of bodily health, frequently afflict- 
ed with violent pains in her head, face, and 
other parts of her body, and was in a low, 
weak, and declining condition; although, 
before ſhe received ſuch blows, wounds, 
bruiſes, kicks, and other ill treatment, ſhe 
was healthy and ſtrong, and in a vigorous 
ſtate of body.“ 

But Mr. Bowes ſays, The ſame is untruly 
and falſcly alledged, for the truth 1s, and 
Mr. Bowes alledges, that the decline of La- 
dy Strathmore's health did not originate, 
neither hath the been in an ill ſtate of health, 
in conſequence of any crueity exerciſed by 
him towards her; but Lady Strathmore 
was at the time. of giving the Libel, and for 
ſome time previous to that, in an ill ſtate of 
health in conſequence of her grief and un— 
caſineſs, at being debarred the ſight of her 
children which ſhe had by the late Earl of 
Strathmore, her firſt huſband ; and to Lady 
Strathmorehath herſelf ſworn, in an affidavit 
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which ſhe made very ſhortly before the gie- 
ing of ſuch Libel, in a cauſe depending in 
the Court of Chancer , wherein the Right 
Hon. John Bowes, Earl of Strathmore, and 
others, were plaintiffs, and Mr. Bowes and 
Lady Strathmore were defendants. 

He alſo fays and alledges, That no cre- 
dit, at leaſt ſufficient in law, ought to be 
given to the depolitions of Dorothy Steven- 
ſon, Elizabeth Waite, and Elizabeth Camp- 
pin, witneſſes produced, ſworn, and exa- 
mined on the pait and behalf of Lady 
Strathmore ; for that Noroihy Stevenſon, 
Elizabeth Waite, and Elizabeth Camppin, 
are common proſtitutes, and perſons who, 
for gain or reward, might eaſily be prevailed 
on to ſwear falſely in this or any other cauſe; 
and they are univerſally eſteemed and re- 
puted to be (by thoſe acquainted with them) 
common proſtitutes, and perſons of ill fame, 
who might eaſily be prevailed on, for gain 
or reward, to ſwear falſely in this or any 
other cauſe. 

That, in the thirty-ninth article of the 
ſaid Libel, given in on the behalf of Lady 
Strathmore, it is alledged in the words or to 
the effect following, vg. That the Coun- 
teſs of Strathmore hath never lived or co- 
habited with Mr. Bowes, her huſband, ſince 
ſhe left his houſe in or about the third of 
February, 1785. But Mr. Bowes ex- 
preſſly

preſſly ſays, that /ince the admiſſion of the 
Libel and the examination of the wi 
thereon, the Counteſs of Strathmore and 
Mr. Bowes have lived and cohabited toge- 
ther, at bed and board, with mutual conſent 
and jor giveneſi towards each other. 


{FURTHER ALLEGATION.] 


That ſoon after the marriage of Mr. 
Bowes with the ſaid Mary Eleanor Bowes, 
commonly called Counteſs of Strathmore, 
ſhe renewed and carried on a criminal inter- 
courſe and connection with one George Wal- 
ker, a ſervant in Mr. Bowes's family, and 
who had been a ſervant alſo in the family of 
Lord Strathmore, her firſt huſband, and 
who lived with Lady Strathmore, at the 
time of her intermarriage with Mr. Bowes. 
That many great and indecent familiarities 
were ſeen and obſerved by the other ſervants 
in the family and others, to paſs between 
the Counteſs of Strathmore and the faid 
George Walker, in the abſence of Mr. 
Bowes; and Mr. Bowes expreſſly alledges 
and ſays, that the ſaid George Walker and 
Lady Strathmore, taking advantage of his 
occaſional but neceſſary abſence, did, in the 
ſummer of the year 1777, very frequently 
commit the crime of adultery together ; and 
further ſays and alledges, that it having 
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been hinted to him by other ſervants in hts 
family, and others, that improper and inde- 
cent familiarities had been ſeen and obſerved 
between Lady Strathmore and George Wal- 
der, in his ablence ; he thereupon, ſome- 
time in the latter end of the year 1777, 
took occaſion to quarrel with George Wal- 


ker, and ſuddenly diſcharged him from his

ſervice, and turned him Cut of his houle ; 


and George Walker, being irritated thereat, 
declared, ihortiy after he was diſcharged, in 
the preſence and hearing of divers perſons 
of good credit and reputation, that he was 
even with Mr. Bowes, (thereby meaning 
the party proponent) for that he had been 
connected with Lady Strathmore as often as 
Mr. Bowes had, cr he the faid George 
Walker, then expreſſed hunſelf in words to 
that effect, thereby referring to his criminal 
andadulterous intercourſe wth Lady Strath- 
more ; but ſuch his declaration was not 
made nas n to Mr. Bowes till after the 
commencement of the cauſe. _ 

That in the ſummer of the year 1784, 
Lady Strathmore entered into and carried on 
a criminal intercourſe and connection with 
one Thomſon, who then lived in the capa- 
city of a gardener in the ſervice of Mr. 
Bowes at Gibiide ; that many great and 1n- 
decent familiarities were ſeen to paſs be- 
tween her and Thomſon ; and in the ſpring

of the year 1784, and very ſhortly before 
Mr. Bowes and Lady Strathmore left Eng- 


land and went to France, in the month of 
May 1784 (as in the twenty- third article of 
the original Libel given in this cauſe, is plead- 
ed and ſet forth) the ſaid Thomſon and La- 
dy Strathmore were ſeveral times ſeen and 
caught by the other ſervants in the family 
and others, in the very act of carnal copula- 
tion together, in the green- -houſe, garden- 
houſe, and various parts of the garden ad- 
joining and belonging to Mr, Bowes's houſe 
at Gibſide aforeſaid. 

That in the ſummer of the year 1783. 
Edward Llewellin, Eſquire, came on a vi- 
fit to Mr. Bowes at his houſe at Paul's 
Walden, in the county of Hertford, and re- 
mained on ſuch viſit for ſome weeks; and 
during that time, they the ſaid Edward Lle- 
wellin, and the Counteſs of Strathmore, en- 
tered into and carried on a criminal and 
adulterous intercourſe and connection toge- 
ther; that many great and indecent fami- 
liarities were ſeen and obſerved to paſs be- 
tween them; and Mr. Bowes expreilly ſays 


and alledges, That on a day, happening 1 in 
the month of Augult 1783, they the ſaid 
Edward Llewellin and Lady Strathmore, 
were diſcovercd in the very act of carnal copu- 
lation together on a bench in the garden be- 


longing to Mr. Bowes at Paul's Walden; 
but 
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but that ſuch diſcovery was kept ſecret from, 
and unknown to him, till after the com- 
mencement of the ſuit. 

That ſome time in the Jatter end of the 
year 1784, a bill was filed in the Court of 
Chancery by the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Strathmore and others, by their guardians, 
againſt the Counteſs of Strathmore; and it 
having been ſuggeſted to Mr. Bowes that 
the above-mentioned George Walker might 
be a material evidence againſt her in ſuch 
ſuit, he, in the month of December 1784, 
was induced to ſend for and ſecrete him in 
his houſe in Groſvenor-ſquare, and the ſaid 
George Walker accordingly remained there- 
in from that time for abouta fortnight ; and 
Mr. Bowes doth expreſſly alledge and pro- 
pound, that Lady Strathmore and George 
Walker, during that time, were frequently 
ſeen in ſituations of great indecency and 
familiarity together, and ſeveral times had 
the carnal knowledge of each other, and 
thereby committed the foul crime of adul- 
tery together, unknown to him.

Depojition of Foſeph Hill. 
JOSEPH HILL, of Gibſide, in the 


county of Durham, aged forty-nine years 
and upward., a witneſs produced and ſworn, 


To the ſecond article of the (aid Addi- 
tional Articles, he depoſes and ſays, That 
he formerly lived in the ſervice of Lord 
Strathmore, as head groom ; and having 
continued in ſuch ſervice for three years or 


thereabouts, came to know the articulate : 
Mary Eleanor Bowes, commonly called the bs 
Counteſs of Strathmore, his then wife, and 4 
now the wife of Andrew Robinſon Bowes, 1

ſays, That ſome time after the marriage of 1

bers, it was on Chriſtmas Eve he was hired 
and went to live in the ſervice of the ſaid 
Andrew Robinſon Bowes, at his houſe at 
Gibſide, in the county of Durham, in the 
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capacity of groom and gamekeeper; and i 
the deponent having ever ſince continued a 
to live, and is ſtill living in the ſervice of 1 
the ſaid Andrew Robinſon Bowes, thereby . 
came to know him; and further ſays, That f 

ſome ; 
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ſome time in the latter end of the month 
of March, or in the beginning of the month 
of April, in the year 1784, about twelve 
oclock on Sunday morning, he was walk- 
ing on the terrace-walk at Gibſide afore- 
laid, in company with Charles Chapman, 
one of his fellow-ſervants, and perceiving 
their miſtreſs, the aforeſaid Eleanor Bowes, 
commonly called the Counteſs of Strath- 
more, to come out of the Green-houſe, 
where ſhe left a woman behind her (but 
whether a gentlewoman or ſervant J know 
nut) and to go in the garden-houſe, and 
to be followed by the articulate Robert 
Thompſon, who then lived in the family 
in the capacity of gardner, and whom they 
ſaw go into the garden-houſe after the ſaid 
Mary Eleanor Bowes, and entered into it; 
they thereupon, and in conſequence of the 
ſuſpicions they entertained of the ſaid Ro- 

ert Thompſon from having ſeveral times 
{een him talking to his ſaid miſtreſs with 
his hat on, and from having heard him de- 
clare at the public houſe that he had made 
his fortune by coming to Gibſide, determin- 
ed him to go and ſee what was going forward 
in the ſaid garden-houſe, which was about 
twelve ſcore yards from the terrace where 
the deponent was walking as aforeſaid, and 
about the fame di ſtance from the green- 
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houſe, and going round the back way, they 
made what haſte they could to the ſaid 
garden-houſe; and the deponent further 
ſays, that in their arrival at the back part 
of the ſaid garden-houſe, they perceived a 
blue apron, appearing to be ſuch a one as 
the gardener uſually wore, hanging up 
againſt the window at faid back part, and 
which window 1t entirely covered, except 
at one corner, Where an open ſquare of 
two or three inches was left; that the de- 
ponent and the faid Charles Chapman hav- 
ing crept on their hands and knees till they 
came cloſe to the ſaid window; they then 
raiſed themſeves up gently, and the depo- 
nent looking through the ſpace left at the 
corner as aforeſaid, perceived the aforeſaid 
Robert Thompſon lying upon the body of 
the ſaid Mary Eleanor Bowes, upon a 
bench in the ſaid garden-houſe, and which 
bench was about fix feet long and three 
feet broad, and was placed againſt the wall 
and the deponent having {een this, pulled 
the ſaid Charles Chapman by the coat, as 
ſignal for him to look in, which he imme- 
diately did, and as he then informed the 
deponent, ſaw the faid Mary Eleanor 
Bowes and Robert Thompſon in the ſame 
ſituation as the deponent had ſeen them 
himſelf, and they thereupon both crept 
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away again, and hid themſelves in ſome 
buſhes, but the deponent verily believes 
the ſaid Mary Eleanor Bowes, commonly 
called Counteſs of Strathmore, and Robert 
Thompſon, at the time aforeſaid, were in 
the act of adultery ; and he laſtly ſays, that 
about a fortnight or three weeks afterwards 
the ſaid Andrew Robinſon Bowes and 
Mary Elernor Bowes his wife left Gibſide 
and came to London, from whence they 
proceeded to France, as he hath been in- 
formed and believes; and further to the 
ſaid article he knows not to depoſe.

ANN ELIZABETH STEPHENS, 
wife of the Reverend Henry Stephens, clerk, 
of Portland, in the county of Northum- 
berland, aged about thirty years, a witneſs 
produced and ſworn. 

To the firſt article of the ſaid allegation 
{ſhe depoſes and ſays, That the has oven 
the articulate Mary Eleanor Bowes, com- 
monly called the Counteſs of Strathmore, 
for a great number of years ; and ſome time 
in or about the middle of July, in the year 
1776, ſhe, on her invitation, went to live 
and reſide with her in her houſe in Groſve-

nor-{quare, and continued fo to do until 
after the time of her intermarriage with her 
preſent huſband, as hereafter- mentioned; 
and ſome time in or about the month of Au- 
guſt or September, in the fame year, ſhe 
became acquainted with the articulate An- 
drew Robinſon Bowes, Eſquire, in conſe- 
quence of his coming to viſit the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore, and frequently dined with her 
at her ſaid houſe ; that from having been in 
the habits of the ſtricteſt intimacy with her 
the ſaid Lady Strathmore, and from living 
conſtantly in the fame houſe with her for 
tome time as aforeſaid, ſhe had frequent 
opportunities of knowing her charaQer, 
temper, and diſpoſition, which the ſays, 
were very obſtinate and vindictive ; and ſhe 
had ſo little idea of the value of money, as 
to ſquander it away in tho meereſt tritles, 
by which means ſhe involved herſelf very 
conſiderably in debt, as ſhe the deponent 
very believes, from having ſeen milleners 
bills to a large amount, which remained 
without being paid, until after = marriage 
with the ſaid Andrew Robinſon Bowes; ang! 


the further ſays, that the ſaid Counteſs of 


Strathmore was a woman without any ſenſe 
of religion or morality, much addicted to 
the gratification of her luſt, drinking fre- 
quently to exceſs, until ſhe became intoXi- 
cated, and jo little able to take care of her- 
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ſelf, that ſhe has more than once ſet her 
clothes on fire, ſo as to endanger her life; 
and ſhe had a general levity in her beha- 
viour which was very unbecoming her rank 
and (ex, and which was continued after her 
marnage with the ſaid Andrew Robinſon 
Bowes, though ſomewhat reſtrained for want 
of opportunities. That the ſaid Lady Strath- 
more always ſpoke of her late huſband, 
Lord Strathmore, and of his children, in a 
very unbecoming manner, very frequently 
ſaying, that ſhe conſidered the death of her 
ſaid huſband a releaſe ; and declared that 
ſhe loved her cats better than her children; 
wickedly calling the former, her bleſſed 
angels; and adding, that ſhe hoped never 
to go to Heaven unleſs ſhe were to meet 
them (meaning her cats) there; and ſhe 
carried her contempt for the memory ot 
Lord Strathmore ſo far, as to have the ini- 
tial letter of his name (S) ſtruck out, or 
erazed from all the plate, and (B) to be 
added inſtead thereof ; and abandoning the 
name of Counteſs of Strathmore in her cor- 
reſpondence, the aſſumed the name of Bowes 
in lieu of it; and after her ſervants had left 
off their mourning, ſhe cauſed their liveries 
to be changed from what they had been in 
Lord Strathmore's life-time. 

And the further ſays, That ſome time, 
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in or about the month of January, in the 
year 1777, the ſaid Andrew Robinſon Bowes 
intermarried with the ſaid Lady Strathmore; 
and the deponent continued to live with 
them, in the ſame houſe, until the month 
of April following, ſhe thereby having fre- 
quent opportunities of obſerving his conduct 
towards his ſaid wife, which was at all times 
very proper and indulgent; notwithſtanding 
which, the ſaid Lady Strathmore frequently 
betrayed a great degree of perverſeneſs to- 
wards him, being very impatient of contra- 
diction ; that ſhortly within a month or 
leſs, as ſhe believes, after the ſaid marriage, 
the deponent heard the ſaid Mr. Bowes, in 
the preſence of Lady Strathmore, mention 
the circumſtance of his having been threat- 
ened with an action, in conſequence of a 
breach of promiſe ſhe had made to marry 
the ſaid Mr. Gray; that the deponent ha- 
ving been preſent in St, Paul's Church, 
London, ſome time in or about the month 
of Auguſt or September, in the year 1776, 
in company with the ſaid Lady Strathmore 
and Mr. Gray, and alſo a gentleman of the 
name of Penwick, when the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore, and Mr. Gray, very ſeriouſly 
promited and engaged themſelves to each 
other ; and Mr. Gray thereupon put a ring 
ypon the finger of the ſaid Lady Strathmore, 
which ſhe wore until the time of her mar- 


tiage 
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riage with the ſaid Mr. Bowes, and even af- 
terw ards, for any thing this deponent knows 
to the contrary ; that in conſequence, ſuch 
contract (which the ſaid Lady Strathmore 
often admitted, when in converſation with 
the deponent, as well before, as after her 
marriage with Mr. Bowes) and the action, 
threatening to be brought on account there- 
of, as aforeſaid, he, the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
with the concurrence of Lady Strathmore, 
as ſhe herſelf informed the deponent, agreed 
to pay, and actually paid, the ſum of rwelve 
thouſand pounds to the ſaid Mr. Gray, in 
order to compromiſe the matter with him; 
and the deponent thinks ſhe heard it men- 
tioned, that he executed a releaſe in conſe- 
quence; but the deponent expreſsly ſays, 
That the circumſtance did not occaſion the 
leaſt alteration in the behaviour of Mr. 
Bowes towards the faid Lady Strathmore, 
his wife, but he continued to treat her with 
the greateſt kindneſs, good-nature, and in- 
dulgence. He further ſays, That prior to 
the marriage of the ſaid Lady Strathmore 
with Mr. Bowes, ſhe frequently acknow- 
ledged to the deponent, that ſhe admitted 
the {aid Mr. Gray to her bed; and even in- 
formed the deponent, both before and after 
her marriage with Mr. Bowes, and as ſhe 
was going to church to be married to him, 


that the ſaid Mr. Gray had ſlept in the ſame 
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bed with her the preceding night ; that he 
was more fond of her than ever he had been 
before; and that he had left her only at 
three o'clock that very morning ; and the 
ſid Lady Strathmore further obſerved to 
the deponent, as they were going from their 
houſe to Mr. Bowes' lodgings, that ſhe was 
much alarmed for fear the faid Mr. Gray 
ſhould get any intimation of what ſhe was 
80 doing to do, meaning the marriage ſhe was 
then going to ſolemnize with Mr. Bowes. 
And the further ſays, That ſhe ſaw Lady 
Strathmore prior to her marriage with the 
{11d Mr. Bowes, and while the was connect- 
ed with Mr. Gray as aforeſaid, uſed to ſhew 
an improper partiality to George Walker, 
when he was footman, frequently TY 
to him with the greate! ſt familiarity : and free- 
dom, and addre Gng him in Freneh, if any 
of the other ſerv ants were preſent ; and the 
deponent has more than once Fund the 
faid Lady Strathmore and George Walker 
alone together in her ladyſhip's ded-· cham⸗ 
ber, with the door half locked; - and when 
the deponent has been let in, and made ſome 
obſervations thereof, ſhe, the ſaid Lad 

Strathmore, has alledged ſome fooltth reaſon 
as an excuſe for his being there locked up 
with her, as aforeſaid; but the deponent 
verily believes the had bak then criminal 

connected with the ſaid George Walker 
and 
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and further to the ſaid article ſhe knows not 
to depoſe. 

To the ſixth article of the ſaid allegation, 
ſhe depoſes and faith, That after the mar- 
riage with the parties articulate, he, the 
aforeſaid Mr. Bowes, kept a very elegant and 
plentiful table for his wife, the aforeſaid 
Lady Strathmore, and ſhe conſtantly pre- 
ded thereat, without any reltraint, as ſhe 
verily believes, from the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
her huſband ; when at table with her, he 
ſhewed every polite and indulgent mark of 
affection, by helping her to whatever he 
thought was molt agreeable to her; and al- 
though ſhe uſed, * her marriage, to ap- 
pear very ſhabby in her dreſs, and had but a 
ſmall ſtock of clothes, yet after her marriage 
with Mr. Bowes, he purchaſed her a good 
ſtock fo rich clothes, fitting her rank; and 
ſhe appeared better dreſſed than ſhe had done 
before her ſaid marriage. And ſhe further 
lays, That whenever the ſaid Lady Strath- 
more, uſed, through peviouſneſs of temper, 
or other cauſe, to decline or retule cating at 
her meals, the ſaid Mr. Bowes became. very 
uneaſy thereat, and tried every ſoothing ar- 
gument to prevail upon her to eat, for the 
fake of her health; and upon every occaſion 
ſeemed anxious to preſerve her conſtitution, 
which had been injured by her exceſſive 
drinking, and by medicines the had taken to

rocure an abortion, in conſequence of her 
being with child by the aforefaid Mr. Gray, 
as the informed the deponent ; and the de- 

onent has, without knowing the end pro- 
poſed by them, given her medicines, which 
afterwards the informed her, were intended 
to anſwer the bad purpoſe aforeſaid ; but 
which, ſhe added, ſhe had taken before on 
ſimilar occaſions, without feeling any ill 
effects from them.

To the ſeventh article of the ſaid allega- 
tion, the depoſes and ſays, That ſhe has ſeen, 
and peruſed an affidavit, or a copy thereof, 
made by the articulate Counteſs of Strath- 
more, wherein ſhe depoſes, That her decline 
of health was owing to the uneaſineſs of 
mind ſhe had undergone, in conſequence of 
being debarred the fight of her children, 
which ſhe had by Lord Strathmore, her firſt 
huſband ; and the deponent has no reaſon to 
believe, nor doth ſhe believe the health of 
the ſaid Lady Strathmore was ever impaired 
or injured by any cruelty or ill-treatment 
exerciſed upon or towards her by the articu- 
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late Mr. Bowes, her huſband; and further 
to the ſaid article ſhe knows not to depoſe.

ANN ELIZABETH STEPHENS, 
wife of theReverend Henry Stephens, clerk, 
of Porteland in the county of Northumber- 
land, aged about thirty years, a witneſs pro- 
duced and {worn. 

To the firſt article of the ſaid additional 
articles ſhe depoſes and ſays, That the con- 
tinued to live with the articulate Andrew 


Robinſon Bowes, Eſquire, and Mary Eleanor 


Bowes, his wife, commonly called Counteſs 


of Strathmore, from the time of their marti- 
age, which took place in the month of Jan- 
vary 1777, until ſome time in the middle of 
the month of April following, during which 
time they lived and reſided yearly at Gibſide 
in the county of Durham; that ſhe the ſaid 
Mary Eleanor Bowes, during the greateſt part 
of the ſaid time, was attended by the articu- 
late George Walker, who had been her ſer- 
vant in the life-time of her ficſt huſband, the 


articulate Lord Strathmore, and with whom 


during her widowhood ſhe was criminally 
connected, as this deponent verily believes; 
and the ſaid George Walker having been re- 


tained 
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tained in the ſervice of the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
the ſaid Mary Eleanor Bowes, in the abſence 
of, and unknown to her huſband, again re- 
newed her criminal intercourſe with the ſaid 
George Walker; and, within a few days 
after her marriage with the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
and before he came to Gibſide, (being then 
confined to his lodgings by indiſpoſition) 
ſhe the deponent happening to go one morn- 
ing to her bed-chamber, found the doorlock- 
ed; and, on Knocking thereat, the ſame was 
opened by Lady Strathmore herſelf ; the ſaid 
George Walker who had been locked in 
with her, came out, and paſſing the depo- 
nent, without taking any notice of her, im- 
mediately went down ſtairs; and the depo- 
nent obſerving to the faid Lady Strathmore 
the impropriety of having the ſaid George 
Walker ſo locked up in her bed-chamber 
with her, the ſaid Lady Strathmore then 
laughed very much; and added, that ſhe 
had been talking to him about a farm he 
was to take of her; but the deponent ſays, 
ſhe verily believes the ſaid Lady Strath- 
more and George Walker had then been 
criminally connected with each other in the

more, and particularly for having related that 
he was ſo well acquainted with the ſecrets 
of his ſaid miſtreſs, to be diſmiſed the ſer- 


vice of the family; and further to the ſaid 


article ſhe knows not to depoſe.

Depojition of the Rev, Henry Stephens, 


THE REV. HENRY STEPHENS, 
of Ponteland, in the county of Northum- 


berland, clerk aged about thirty-eight years, 


a witneſs produced and ſworn, 


To the firſt article of the ſaid Allegation 
he depoſes and ſays, That ſome time in or 
about the month of November, in the year 
of our Lord 1776, being then in London, . 
he became acquainted with the articulate 
Mary Eleanor Bowes, at that time Coun- 
teſs of Strathmore, and now commonly ſo 
called, and then the widow of the Earl of 
Strathmore; and having been introduced 
to her houſe in Groſvenor- ſquare, in the 
county of Middleſex, by means (as he now 
beſt remembers) of the articulate Mr. 
George Gray; and being acquainted with 
Miſs Ann Eliza Planke, who then my

with the ſaid Lady Strathmore as a friend 
and companion, and whom he afterwards 
married, and who is now his wile and fel- 
low witneſs; he in conſequence of ſuch 8 
introduction and connection became inti- 1 
mately acquainted with the ſaid Lady 1 
Strathmore, and afterwards with the arti- 
ticulate Andrew Robinſon Bowes, who fre- | 
quently viſited the ſaid Lady Strathmore at Þ 
the ſaid houſe : that having intermarried 
with the ſaid Ann Eliza Planke, within a 
very ſhort time after he was allo introduced 
to the ſaid Lady Strathmore, and having 
received an invitation from her to take up 
his abode in her houſe, with his ſaid wife, 
he accepted ſuch invitation, and continued 
to live with her in her ſaid houſe, until the 
time of her marriage with her preſent huſ- 
band the aforeſaid Andrew Robinſon Bowes, 
Eſquire, whereby he had an opportunity of 
ſeeing much of her temper, character, and 
diſpoſition: And he further ſays, that ſhe 
was diſſipated and extravagant to an un- 
bounded degree, and in the preſence and 
hearing of the deponent and his wife, has 
execrated the memory of her then late 
buſband, the late Earl of Strathmore, and 
ipoke in the ſame indignant terms of his 
children and friends, to whom ſhe declar- 
ed to have an utter averſion ; expreſſing her- 
telf, when ſpeaking of Lord Strathmore, 

by 
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by the epithet of, that odious and deteſted 
little Lord; and uſing little leſs reſerve 
when ſpeaking of his children and friends ; 
all which expreſſions ſhe very frequently 
repeated, notwithitanding the remonſtran- 
ces made by the deponent on the indiſcre- 
tion of her converſation and conduct; that 
the deponent always obſerved the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore to be both violent and ſudden 
in her attachments, firſt forming and after- 
wards breaking them, without any regard 
to reaſon and propriety, and acting in many 
other reſpects, both in her correſpondence 
by letter or converſation, without regard to 
the principles of religion, decency, or morali- 
ty; and the deponent, in part of proof of the 
evidence of him now given, craves leave 
to refer to a paper writing, marked with 
the letter A, left with the examiner for the 
purpoſe of being annexed to this his depo- 
ſition ; and which paper writing, he ſays, 
is a letter written by the ſaid Lady Strath- 
more, and by her ſent to him the deponent, 
who was then at Wincheſter, and was by 
him received, incloſed in a cover (which he 
has ſince loſt or miſlaid) ſome time in or 
about the month of December 1777 ; for 
although the ſame is ſubſcribed with the 
name of E. Bowes, notwithſtanding ſhe 
was then the widow of Lord Strathmore, 
the deponent ſays that ſhe ſo far execrated 
the

the memory of her ſaid deceaſed huſband, 


as to relinquiſh his name, and to uſe plate, 
which the deponent believes the had made 
on purpoſe, without any other cypher or 
mark than a B thereon; and he further 


ſays, that by the expreſſion, the divinity of 


Pajiphe, contained in the ſaid letter, the 
ſaid Strathmore meant to refer to a fa- 
vourite black cat, to which ſhe had given the 
name of Paſiphæ, and by the expreſſion of 
Bambino, ſhe meant to refer to a kitten of 
the ſaid cat, on which ſhe uſually beſtow- 
ed that epithet; that ſaid letter is now in 
the ſame plight and condition as when he 
received the ſame, fave as to the words 
ſtruck through on the back, which he ſays 
are of the hand-writing of his wife, and 
which ſhe ſtruck through, as they now ap- 
pear, about two years ago, as being of a 
private nature; and he further ſays, that the 
ſaid Lady Strathmore was in the habit of 
drinking wine, and giving into the exceſſes 
of the table more than became a woman, 
inſomuch that he the deponent has fre- 
quently known her to be intoxicated with 
liquor; and ſhe appeared molt delighted 
when in company with her inferiors, as 
ſervants, which latter ſhe uſed to ſpeak 
and converſe with in a manner derogatory 
to her rank, and unbecoming a woman of 
:aſhion; and he further ſays, that ſome 
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ſhort time after the marriage of the ſaid 
Lady Strathmore with the faid Andrew 
Robinſon Bowes, which took place in or 
about the month of January 1788, the de- 

nent underſtood, tron the converſation 
of the ſaid Mr. Bowes and Lady Strath- 
more, that he the ſaid Mr. Bowes had been 
obliged to pay the ſum of twelve thouſand 
pounds, or ſome ſuch ſum, in order to ac- 
commodate or put a {top to an action at 
law brought by the articulate George Gray, 
Eſq. in conſequence of a marriage made 
with him by the ſail Lady Strathmore, 
previous to the marriage with the ſaid Mr. 
Bowes, and the deponent believes the ſum 
of money was. paid and received by and 
through the medium of Mr. Maghee, who 
was banker both to Mr. Bowes and Mr. 
Gray; and the deponent is well affured 
that ſome contract of the kind had been 
made or entered into between Lady Strath- 
more and Mr. Gray, by reaſon he trequent- 
ly gave the deponent to underſtand, between 
the times of his becoming acquainted with 
her as aforeſaid and her marriage with Mr. 
Bowes, that ſhe had been privately married 
to the ſaid Mr. Gray, but that there were 
private reaſons for keeping ſuch marriage a

more, and, as he vetily believes, lay in the

fame bed with her, as her huſband, altho' 
he ſo has preſerved appearances as to retire 
ſecretly from her chamber in the morning ; 
and the deponent laſtly lays, that he lived 
ia the ſame houſe with the ſaid Mr. Bowes 
and Lady Strathmore, from the time of 
their marriage aforeſaid until ſome time in 
or about the month of May following, 
(fave for about three weeks or 8 month, 

when they went to Newcaſtle to attend a 
conteſted election there) and he never ſaw 
any thing in the conduct of the ſaid Mr. 
Bowes towards the ſaid Lady Strathmore 
his wife, but what was perfectly genteel 
and proper; and further to the ſaid article 
he knows not to depoſe, ſave as mentioned 
in his examination to the ſixth article of 
the allegation aforeſaid. 


To the ſixth article of the ſaid allegation ' 


he depoſes and ſays, That he continued to 
live and reſide in the houſe of the articulate 
Andrew Robinſon Bowes, fituate in Groſ- 
venor Square aforeſaid, for about three 
weeks after his return with his wife, Lady 
Strathmore, from the election at Newcattle 
upon Tyne, and during ſuch time the con- 
duct of the ſaid Mr. Bowes to his faid wife 
was kind and indulgent; and ſhe not oul 

preſided at the head of his table whenever 
the thought proper to dine with his com- 
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pany, but was provided with every thing 
neceſſary and becoming her ſituation in re- 
gard to cloathing and apparel ; and altho' 
the ſaid Mr. Bowes uſed endeavours to re- 
trieve her character, by admoniſhing her to 
avoid being cenſorious on the character of 
Lord Strathmore, he nevertheleſs did it 
with mildneſs ; and as a proof of his af- 
fection and regard for the children of her 
ſaid late huſband, the deponent craves leave 
to annex to this his depoſition a paper in 
writing, marked with the letter B, which 
ke ſays is a letter written by Mr. Bowes, 
addreſſed to him the deponent, and which 
was delivered to him by Mr. Scott, therein 
mentioned, ſometime in or about the 
month of February 1778, at which -time 
the deponent was in the houſe of the ſaid 
Mr. Bowes in Groſvenor Square aforeſaid, 
with four of the children of the late Lord 
Strathmore, under his care and direction; 
and he further ſays, that he had but little 
connection with Mr. Bowes and Lady 
Strathmore from the month of May or 
June 1778, until ſome time in or about 
the year 1780, when he renewed his con- 
nection with them, and frequently ſaw 
them at Gibſide and at his own houſe in 
Portland-ſtreet, and ſuch his enſuing con- 
nection with them continued until ſuch 
time as they ſeparated from each other, 

which 
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which was ſome time in the year 1785 
and during all ſuch time the deponent ne- 
ver ſaw any thing in the conduct of the 
ſaid Mr. Bowes towards the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore but what was perfectly right 
and proper ; and the dependance of the ſaid 
Mr. Bowes on the fortune of his ſaid wife 
was ſo great, that the deponent always con- 
ſidered it to be his 1ntereſt to uſe every 
effort in his power, by proper indulgences, 
to preſerve her health and reſtore her con- 
ſtitution, which to the deponent's certain 
knowledge had been injured and impaired 
by the uſe of improper medicines, and 
other irregularities; and he the faid Mr. 
Bowes had ſo far ſucceeded in his endea- 
vours to reſtore the character of his ſaid 
wife, that ſhe, in conſequence of his at- 
tention to her conduct, was taken notice 
of and viſited by many families of credit, 
reſpectability and diſtinction, which before 
her marriage with Mr. Bowes had declin- 
ed or avoided her acquaintance ; and fur- 
ther to the ſaid article he knows not to 
depoſe. 


To the ſeventh article of the ſaid alle- 
gation he depoſes and ſays, That he was 
a ſtranger to the health of the articulate 
Lady Strathmore, at the time of her ;iving 
in the Libel as articulate ; but he ſays, that

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he has teen and peruſed an original affida- 
vit, made and ſworn to by the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore in the High Court of Chancery, 
and — ſubſcribed within a month or 


thereabouts, as he believes, of her elope- 
ment from her huſband the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
wherein ſhe the ſaid Lady Strathmore men- 
tions her bad ſtate of health, and attributes 
the ſame to her affliction occaſioned by 
having been deprived of the opportunity 
of viſiting or being viſited by her children, 
and on which account ſuch application was 
made to the ſaid court by the ſaid Lady 
Strathmore, with the concurrence as he 
believes of her huſband the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
who was equally anxious with her to pre- 
ſerve her the rights of a mother, in regard 
to her ſaid children; and further to the 
laid article he knows not to depoſe.

To the firſt articles of the faid additional 
articles, he depoſes and ſays, That he knows 
the articulate George Walker, by his living 
as a ſervant with the articulate Lady Strath- 
more at the time he firſt became acquaint- 
ed with her, in or about the month of No- 
vember 1770; and he well remembers to 
have obſerved the faid Lady Strathmore 
uſe many unbecoming familiarities with the 
ſaid George Walker, prior to the marriage 
with the articulate Andrew Rubinſon Bowes, 
and which improper familiarities ſhe con- 
tinued, notwithſtanding her ſaid marriage; 
but with more reſerve ;- and the deponent 
recollects a circumſtance happening within 
about two or three days after the marriage 
of the ſaid Lady Strathmore with the ſaid 
Mr. Bowes, which convinced him that

of in conſequence, ſhe had turned it off 
with a laugh, by ſaying that ſhe had been 
ſpeaking to him about a farm he was to 
have; and the deponent ſays, that at ſuch 
time the ſaid Mr. Bowes was abſent from 
the houſe in Groſvenor Square, where the 
circumſtance happened, and was confined 
by illneſs to his lodgings in St. James's- 
ſtreet: and he further ſays, That ſome time 
in or about the month of March 1777, be- 
ing then in the houſe of the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
in Groſvenor-ſquare; and the faid Mr. 
Bowes and Lady Strathmore being then at 
Gibſide, he received from them two letters, 
relative to the diſmiſſion of the ſaid George 
Walker, one of the ſaid letters being of the 
proper hand- writing of the ſaid Mr. Bowes, 
with which he is well acquainted, having 
oſten ſeen him write; and the other letter 
being of the proper hand- writing of the 
aforeſaid Lady Strathmore, with which he 
is well acquainted, by having often ſeen her 
write; but the aforeſaid deponent ſays, 
that, conſidering the deſire expreſſed by the 
ſaid Lady Strathmore in her ſaid letter, in 
regard to opening the boxes and drawers of 
the ſaid George Walker as a very improper 
and affronting requeſt, he therefore did not 
comply therewith, but afterwards expreſſed 
himſelf highly diſſatisfied and ill uſed by 

: ſuch 


ſuch application, in a letter he wrote to 
Mr. Bowes: And laſtly ſaid, That he was 
further confirmed in his opinion, that an 
improper and criminal intercourſe had ſub- 
ſiſted between the ſaid Lady Strathmore and 
George Walker, by reaſon that ſhe took 
him again into her ſervice almoſt immedi- 
ately after her elopement from Mr. Bowes, 
in the beginning of the year 1785; and he 
5 the ſaid George Walker brought a letter to 
5 him the deponent, at the Mount: ſtreet 
coffee-houſe, from the ſaid Lady Strath- 
more, and as her ſervant, written a few days 
after ſuch her elopement. And further to 
the ſaid article he knows not to depoſe.
